The arrangements were under the 
personal supervision of the postmaster 
general of the United Provinces, and 
only letters and postcards were allow- 
ed in this specia) delivery. The postat 
‘authorities would not agree to an_in- 
crease in the actual cost of delivery, 
but the letters to be forwarded by aero- 
plane were sent under special cover to 
Allahabad with an extra fee of 6 an- 
nas, which was devoted to the funds 
for the new bulidfhgs of the Oxford 
and Cambridge hotel at Allahabad. 
The mail was duly carried by aero- 
plane from the exhibition grounds to 
Allahabad postoffice and was there 
| distributed, and to mark the event-a 
special die was cast in the postal work- 
shops at Aligarh.—_New York Post.
